Literature. 
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The First English Account of China, 

“ The History of the Great and Mighty 
Kingdom of China, and the situation there- 
of, compiled by Padre Juan Gonzalez de 
Mendoza” is a reprint of the early translation 
R. Parke, who under took it at the express of 
wish of Hakluyt. This work is the first 
detailed account of China. that has ap- 
peared in our language. In Mr. Major’s 
interesting introduction to this republication 
we are told that the first intelligence con- 
cerning the Chinese, which reached Europe, 
was derived froma twelth century manu- 
script, containing the observations of two 
Arabian merchants who appear to have. 
visited China, in the middle of the ninth 
century. They describe China as being 
smaller than the Indics, but far more popu- 
lous, and speak much of its fertility. ‘Tea 
seems to have been as popular then as now 
and is described, not only as the comm:n 
Chinese drink, but as specific for the cure of 
all diseases—a notion which prevailed as we 
know, onits comparitively recent introduc- 
tion into Europe. There appears to have 
been little in the accounts of these Arabs, of | 


a thousand years ago which would not exact 
ly apply to the Chinese of the present day. 
Among the facts and characteristics related 
by travellers before Mendoza, and repeated 


in this introduction by. Mr, Major, are a few | 


which may be novel and amusing to some 
of our readers. Itis related by one that 
ladies of royal blood were iutered in a par- 
ticular spot—a grassy mountain, on the sides 
of which ali their horses were eurned out to 
wander at liberty for the remainder of their 
lives. The maids of honour were allowed the 
same privilege with the difference that they 
were provisioned for five years only, after 
which they were allowed to starve on the 
grave of their mistress. It is mentioned by 
Marco Polo, and even by travellers before 
him, that the Chinese had a paper currency. 


| A mode of punishing pirates was to make 


them stand in a leech pond. Asan examn- 
ple of the highly populated condition of 
China, one writer remarks that “out ofa 
tree yuu shall see many tymes swarme a uum- 
ber of children, where a man would not have 
thought to have found anyone at ail.” ‘The 
same writer notes the practice of town drain- 
age, a modern innovation with Europeans, 
and states that “ frogges are sold at the 
same price that is made of hennes, and are 
good meat amonyst them, as also dogges, 
cattes, rattes, snakes, and ail other uucleane 
meates” and asserts that “if you aske then 
whit they do thynke of the soules of 
departed, they will answere that they be im- 
mortals, and that assoune as any one de- 
parteth out of this life, he becometh a ie 
if he have lived well in this worlde ; if other- 

wyse, that the devyle changeth him into a 
bufle, ox, or dogge: wherefore to this devyle 
do they much honour, praying hym that he 
wyll make them ike unto hymself , and not 
lixe other beastes.” Matteo Ricci who had 
access to Pekin early ,in the seveateenth 
century speaks thus of their inaptitued for 
war: 

“They have no more spirit then women, 
an are ready to kiss the feet af any one who 
shows his teeth at them. ‘They spend two 
hours every morning in combing and _plait- 
ing their hair. Running away is no dishon- 
ourto them; they do not know what an 
insult is; if they quarrel, they abuse one 
another like women, seize each other by the 
hair and when they are weary of scuffling 
become friends as before, without wounds or 
bloodshed. In short they are only formidable 
trom their numb rs. The wails of the towns 
are. at most, but fit to protect them from 
robbars.....The soldiers are a disyraceful 
set. ‘The other day they hada quarrel with 
some Chinese, who were carrying provisions 
to market and beat them; the latter went to 
complain to the Governor of Macao, who 
caused forty soidiers to be arrested and 
beaten with bamboos. They came out after- 
wards crying like children......0..+.. 
What can the soldiers be in a country where 
there position is loosed upon as_dishonour- 
able and occupied by slaves?” 

Juan Gonzalez de Mendoza, was one of 


|a party of priests who towards the close of 
| the sixteenth century, conceived the wish to 


carry on the work already commenced by 
others of evangelizing China. Through 


* 


various misadventures they were entirely 
baulked in their object ; and Mendoza, who 
had devoted much thought and study to the 
people in whose service he had hoped to 
spend his life turned his labours to good ac- 
count by collecting into one volume all the in- 


teresi1 Es matter to be found im the wrilings 
of those who had preceeded bim as mission- 
aries. His book, writtige in Spanish, was 


published at Rome in 1585; and Parke,s 
transtation now reprinted, bears the date of 
1589. Mendoza’s work concerning the un- 
changeable empire has, of course, the advan- 
tage of containing little that is not. equally 
true of the presenit time—if it was true then 
which may somtimes be questionable. Among 
the manners and customs” noted by Men- 
doza our readers will not fail to admire the 
poetical equity of the following matrimonial 
arrangements. “All men and women” who 
wished to form the tender alliance are de- 
scribed as meeting annually at an appointed 
place before “twelve ancient and {principal 
men” nominated by the sovereign. Notes 
were made of the names, rank, wealth and 
appeasance of the applicants;and when the 
number of one sex exceeded that of ihe oth- 
er, the superflous persons were cast out by 
lot, to stand over to the next year, their 
names being retained in a register, that they 
might then be first served. ‘Uhen certain of 
the ancient nen divided the male cand:dates 
into three classes—the wealthy, the tol-r- 
ably well-to-do, and the poor. ‘he ladies 
were similary divided into the “most fairest,” 
the “not so faire,’ and the “fowlest ” . The 
‘most fairest,’ were then allotted to the rich 
men, who had to pay a good round sum for 
their advantage, the pi ice being fixed accord- 
ing to the d: Sada of a ancient men. 
Lhe “not so faire were given grattis to the 
men of middling means: and the poor men 
were compensated for their allotment of the 
‘‘fowlest” damsels by receiving for dowries 
with them, the sums paid by the rich bride- 
groom: for their beauties. Mendoza, tell us 
that this ecellent custom was not practiced 
by the higher class, ‘the lords and gentle- 
men marrying every one as he liked.”—

Reanwihile 
he advanced with rather a peculiar gait. his 
walk was plantigrade, and witha éteerfil 
- How d’ye, and one of the blandest, sweet. 
est smiles that ever. brightened a manly coun- 
tenance held out two fingers to the editor. 
The two gentlemen in black soon fell into 
discourse; and while they conferred the Lava- 
ter principle within me set to work upon the 
interesting specimen thus presented to its 
speculation. It was a striking intellectual 
face, full of wiry lines physiognomical quips 
and cranks that gave it great character. 
There was much earnestness about the brows 
and a LOU of speculation in the eyes, which 
‘own and bright, and ‘quick in turn- 
ing’; tue nose, a dee “iced one, though of no 
established order; and there was a hand- 
some smartness about the mouth. Altoveth- 
er it was no common face—none of those 
willow pattern ones which nature turns out 
by thousand at her potteries—but more like 
a chance specimen of the Chinese ware one 
to the set—unique, antiqne, quaint. No 
one who had once seen it could pretend not 
to know itagain. It was no face to lend its 
countenance to any confusion of persons in 
a Comedy of Errors. You might have sworn 
to it piece-meal—a seperate affidavit for 
every feature. In short bis face was as 
original as his flgure; his figure as his charac- 
fer his character as his writings: his writ- 
ings the most original of the age. After 
(he liter rary business bad been settled, the 
editor mviied his contributor to dinner ad- 
ding, ‘We shall have a hare’— 
‘And—and—end—and many friends!” 
“lhe hesitation in the speech and the 
readiness of the allusion were ‘alike charac- 
teristic of the individual, whom his famili- 
ars will perchance have recognised already 
as the delivhtful essayist, the capital critic, 
the pleasant wit and humourist the delicate- 
minded and large-hearted Charles Lamb ! 
Ae was shy like myself with stringers ; so 
that despite my yearnings. our first meetinus 
scarcely amounted to an introduction. We 
were both at dinner among the hare’s many 
friends ; but our acquaintance got no furth- 
er, in spite of a desperate attempt on my 
part to attract his notice, his complaint 
of the Decay of Beggars presented another 
chance; I wrote on coarse paper, and in 
ragged English a letter of thanks to him, as 
if from one of his mendicant clients, but it 
produced no effect. I bad piven up all hope 
when, one night,sittiug sick and sad in my 
bed-room, racked with the rheumatism, the 
door was suddenly eppened the well-known 
quaint figure in bkack walked in without 
any formality, and with a cheerful ‘Well, 
boy, how are you?’ and the bland, sweet smile 
extended the two fingers.

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Seed Corn, 


Mipway, Alabama. 
Messrs. Editors of Sat. Eve. Post:—I see 
going the rounds in the newspapers, Vv varlous 
plans for improving seed corn. I have one 
of my own that I use invariably, and find it 
the best method for improving the stock of 
corn that I have ever seen. I have tried it, 
and have seen it tried, and it has uever yet; 
and I take the pleasure to send the receipt 
to you. My plan is as follows:—Go over 
your crop of corn in the fall, before you 
gather your corn, and where there are two 
ears of corn on- one stalk, pull off the top 
one, and save it for seed; and where you 
plant that corn there will be two to three 
ears on every stalk, invariably. By so do- 
ing, In a few years you can have all of your 
corn bearing from two to three ears on each 
stalk, w biel: will be as good as two crops.

Art or Mitxine.—The art of milking is 
not taughtin a hurry. It requires long 
practice to milk properly, and therefore all 
the young people on a farm onght to be 
shown how the labor should be done: Itis 
quite important that this branch of the dairy 
should be particularly attended to, for a 
good milker obtains at least a quart more 
froni the same cow than a poor milker. The 
first lesson to be taught to young people is 
gentleness and kindness to the cows. They 
never need be treated harshly, in case the 
business in properly commenced. Cows 
that have been caressed and uniformly well 
treated, are fond of having the milk drawn 
from the udder at the revular time at milk- 
ing, for it gives them reliet from the disten- 
tion of the milk ducts. Let young people 
be put to milking the farrow cows first, or 
such as are to be soon dried, and then the 
loss from bad milking will be less i injurious; 
the hand should extend to the extremity of 
the teats, for the milk is then drawn easier. 
They should be taught to milk as fast as 
possibie. More milk is always obtained by 
a rapid milker than a slow one. They 
should therefore be taught to think of 
nothing else while milking, and no conver- 
sation must be permitted 1 inthe milk-yard, 
They should sit up close to the cow, and 
rest the left arm gently against her shank. 
Then if she raises her foot on account of pain 
oceasioned by soreness ofthe teats, the 
nearer the milker sits to her, and the harder

Grain and Breadstuffs of all kinds, vegetables, 
fruits, seeds, hay and straw, hops, animals, salted 
and fresh meats, butter, cheese, chocolate, and 
other preparations of cocoa, lard, tallow, hides, 
horns, wool, undressed skins, and furs of all 
kinds, ores of all kinds, iron in pigs and blooms, 
copper, lead in pigs, grindstones and stones of al! 
kinds, earth, coals, lime, ochres, gypsum ground 
or unground, rock-salt, wood, bari, timber and 
lumber of all kinds, firewood, ashes, fish, fi>h 
oil, viz: train oil, spermaceti oil, head matter and 
blubber, fins and skins, the produce of fish: er 
creatures living in the sea.

ARTICLE I, 


We, the undersigned, associate for the purpose 
of carrying out the following Pledge :— 

BELIEVING in the necessity of measures to further pro 
mote Literature, General Intelligence, Active Benevolence 
the Principles of Universal Freedom, and a British Union 
not based on complexional considerations, and in the im- 
perative duty now resting upon us to thwart the planus now 
Inaturing fo array one class of Her Maiesty’s subjects 
aguinst another, and increasing class on the grounds of the 
complexional characteristics and origin of the latter, we 
pledge ourselves to do all in our power in our associated 
capacity, as members of this Union. and in our private 
capacity. ascitizens,—Ist: To promotea healthy harmony 
ani to diffuse a loyal spirit among those of Her Majesty's 
suber with whom we may associate or come in contact 
2nd.
